A regional coalition looking to help save 
lives and reduce the impact of the heroin 
epidemic will be coming to Grant County. 

The Northern Kentucky Heroin Impact 
Response Task Force (HIRT) plans to hold 
its next meeting at 9 a.m. May 12 at the 
Grant County Extension Office in 
Williamstown. 

The group, which is open to anyone in 
the eight counties in the Northern Kentucky 
Area Development District (NKADD,) 
usually meets on the second Tuesday of 
each month at the Kenton County Detention 
Center. 

However, officials in the five rural coun¬ 
ties, including Grant County, have request¬ 
ed that the task force have a meeting in a 
more convenient location.

The task force originated after Dr. 
Jeremy Engel called an open meeting of 
stakeholders who were engaged in raising 
awareness about the heroin crisis in October 


2012 . 

Nearly 50 people representing more 
than 40 different agencies and organiza¬ 
tions met regularly to develop a plan called 
“Northern Kentucky’s Collective Response 
to the Heroin Epidemic: Our Plan for 
Recovery.”

Dry Ridge 
seeks 
police 
officers

The City of Dry Ridge is now 
seeking applications as it looks to 
expand its police department. 

The city has an employment 
advertisement for police officers in 
this week’s Grant County News, as 
well as on the city’s website at www. 
cdrky.org. 

The plan is to allocate $480,735 in 
next year’s budget for a police depart¬ 
ment that would include current 
Chief Rick Kells and three new offi¬ 
cers. 

However, the city would initially 
fund the hiring of two officers and 
any needed equipment and vehicles 
at an estimated $352,754 to make 
sure costs are not higher than expect¬ 
ed. 

“The plan is to hire two full-time 
officers that can start July 1, and then 
hire the next officer as appropriate,” 
said Mayor Jim Wells. “Depending 
on the applications we receive, we 
won’t know if a hiring list will be cre¬ 
ated or we will start the process of 
hiring over as the need to add officers 
presents itself.”

Julian Wills didn’t 
know he was about to be 
named the 2015 Grant 
Countian of the Year as he 
sat smiling and greeting 
friends and neighbors in 
Williamstown’s gym on 
April 25. 

His trademark dark 
glasses hid the look of 
surprise when the Grant 
County Chamber of 
Commerce’s annual award 
was given to him. 

He looked around the 
room and it still didn’t 
sink in. 


“It just didn’t dawn on 
me they were talking about 
me,” he said, from his 
bright, yellow kitchen, 
earlier this week. 

Dust flew in the 
distance as the sounds of 
heavy earth-moving 
equipment permeated the 
sunny afternoon. 

From Wills’ kitchen 
window, he has a front 
row seat to the many 
changes coming to Grant 
County, especially 

Williamstown when the 
Ark Encounter opens next 
year. 

The project surrounds 
his home on three sides. 


“This is a great thing 
for the city, county and 
state,” Wills said. “If we 
play our cards right, 
everything will be fine.” 

Wills has played his 
cards right several times 
in his 95 years. 

After graduating from 
Crittenden High School, 
he spent four years in the 
Army. He married Mary 
Frances Spegal and spent a 
couple of years working 
with dairy cattle and in 
corn, hay and tobacco on 
his family farm.

Pitch, Hit, Run contest set for May 7

Baseball fans can show off their 
skills May 7 in an event that could lead 
to a chance to play at Great American 
Ballpark in Cincinnati. 

Major League Baseball’s Pitch, Hit 
and Run contest will be held from 4 
to 6 p.m. at the Grant County Park in 
Crittenden. 

The free competition is open to 
boys and girls ages 7 to 14 years old. 

“Players with little baseball knowl¬ 
edge and a ton of baseball knowledge 
are welcome,” said Ben Oldiges, Grant 
County Parks and Recreation director. 
“This event is so great because it al¬ 
lows the community to get involved 
with the Cincinnati Reds in more ways 
than just being a fan. It gets kids out 
and involved in the community and 
shows hard work can pay off with a 
big reward.” 

The contest features three skills 


competitions: pitch, hit and run. 

The pitch portion tests how accu¬ 
rately a competitor can throw strikes 
to a designated “Strike Zone” target. 

Six attempts will be made from 35 
feet for the girls softball division and 
45 feet for the boys baseball division. 

Underhand and overhand pitching 
or throwing is accepted. 

An attempt hitting any portion of 
the target will be considered a strike. 

The hit portion tests a competitor’s 
ability to hit from a stationary batting 
tee, along a tape measure from home 
plate, toward straight-away center- 
field. 

Hits will be measured for distance 
and accuracy. 

Each competitor will be allowed 
three swings in an attempt to hit the 
ball and only the best of the attempts 
will count toward a competitor’s score. 

A swing and a miss counts as one 
attempt. 

The run portion will measure a 


competitor’s speed in a sprint from 
the start line at second base, touching 
third base and touching home plate. 

Participants in the boys baseball 
division run a total of 160 feet, while 
those in the girls softball division run 
a total of 120 feet. 

Top performers will move on to a 
regional match and a chance to appear 
on the field in the 2015 MLB All Star 
Game in Cincinnati. 

“Participants must have one of the 
top five combined scores in the region, 
which is Grant, Boone, Kenton, Pend¬ 
leton and Campbell counties,” Old¬ 
iges said. “From there, all the highest 
scores from each region will meet at 
Central Park in Boone County and 
compete for a chance to go to the Reds 
stadium.”

nursing, wielding, etc. 
Furthermore, the district 
has been able to offer ag¬ 
riculture and consumer 
science classes on cam¬ 
pus. 

In partnership with 
Northern Kentucky Uni¬ 
versity and Gateway 
Community and Tech¬ 
nical College our dual 
credit program has ex¬ 
panded. Juniors and se¬ 
niors who participate in 
these courses do so at 
minimal or no cost via 
scholarships provided by 
the district and the Wil¬ 
liamstown Independent 
Scholarship Education¬ 
al (WISE) Trust Fund. 
Combined with AP 
courses and the increased 
pass rate our high school 
has experienced on these 
exams, we have several 
seniors graduating with 
as many as 36 college 
credit hours. 

In 2014 -15 the dis¬ 
trict opted to participate 
in the Community Eligi¬ 
bility Option, just another 
example of the district’s 
commitment to reducing 
barriers to learning. This 
option is a federal pro¬ 
gram that provides free 
breakfast and lunch to all 
students attending Wil¬ 
liamstown Independent 
Schools regardless of the 
parents’income. Accord-

ing to the district’s Food 
Service Director, Paula 
Hendy the CEP Option 
has proven to be highly 
successful especially in 
reducing stigma associ¬ 
ated with the previous 
free and/or reduced lunch 
program participants. 

This summer, the dis¬ 
trict will be undergoing 
a new building project 
paid for by monies that 
are designated for build¬ 
ings only. This project is 
the culmination of train¬ 
ing and research over the 
past few years into ways 
we can better protect our 
students while in our 
care. The board of edu¬ 
cation feels this is an ex¬ 
tremely important proj¬ 
ect in light of the school 
violence trends on both 
state and national lev¬ 
els. Staff members have 
participated in “active 
shooter” training and the 
district has adopted the 
“Positive Behavior Inter¬ 
ventions” system recom¬ 
mended by the Kentucky 
Center for School Safety 
(KCSS). Students have 
access to a confidential 
student tip line in order 
to report any suspicious 
behavior. This service 
is provided to the district 
free of charge through 
the KCSS. In this new 
project the building will 
be more systematically 
covered with video cam¬ 
eras thus allowing school 


personnel to more effec¬ 
tively monitor hallways, 
parking lots etc. for in¬ 
trusion, vandalism and 
student behavior. 

Local law enforce¬ 
ment will also have ac¬ 
cess to the system. Se¬ 
cure vestibules will be 
added to both the ele¬ 
mentary and middle/high 
school entrances along 
with a more up-to-date 
door locking system. 
Upon completion of this 
project our buildings will 
be safer and more secure 
than ever before. 

With all the safety, 
resources, programs, 
highly qualified staff, 
career paths, college op¬ 
portunities, athletics, 
co-curricular activities 
such as band, chorus, 
FFA, FCCLA and spe¬ 
cial interest clubs, I still 
worry from time to time 
about whether we are 
truly meeting the needs 
of all our students when 
it comes to the district’s 
mission. 

Fortunately, I was en¬ 
couraged recently while 
participating as a panel 
member during our se¬ 
nior exit project presenta¬ 
tions, I was reminded by 
our wonderful, amazing 
students as to why Wil¬ 
liamstown Independent 
is the best choice for par¬ 
ents when I heard words/ 
phrases like friendly, lots 
of school spirit, oppor¬ 
tunities, strict, accept¬ 
ing of different beliefs, 
academically oriented, 
encouraging, challeng¬ 
ing, disciplined, taught 
me to be a good citizen, I 
feel safe, teachers are ex¬ 
perts in their field, gave 
me a passion to want to 
learn outside the class¬ 
room, teachers care, etc. 
As I listened and wrote 
the comments from the 
students’ themselves, I 
felt that sense of worry 
disappear and the love 
for my chosen profession 
renewed.

Football boosters, high school need to work together 


I am a current Grant 
County Football Booster 
officer and a board mem¬ 
ber of the Braves Youth 
Football league. I have 
been involved in foot¬ 
ball for the past 10-plus 
years. 

Currently the boost¬ 
ers only fund the middle 
school and youth pro¬ 
grams. The high school 
is not involved with the 
booster organization af¬ 
ter many years of help¬ 
ing to build the program 
that you see today. 

It’s disappointing 
that all parties involved 
can’t work together and 
discuss the issues and 
come to a solution. Who 
is this hurting? The kids 
and the football program 


as a whole. 

Recently, it has come 
to light that the youth 
program is not allowed 
to use the high school 
field since it is just “too 
much wear and tear” 
on the field. The youth 
league will only need 
to use the field for five 
days during the season. 
It has always been excit¬ 
ing for the young players 
to have an opportunity to 
play on the high school 
field. 

We use the field on 
Sundays as to not inter¬ 
fere with other school 
activities or functions. 

The facilities are 
cleaned thoroughly af¬ 
ter the events. Why 
should we be left with¬ 


out a field to play the 
games? Those parents 
pay taxes and their chil¬ 
dren attend the local 
schools. 

We are left searching 
for solutions year after 
year. It’s just not fair 
to these kids who want 
to play football. These 
are the future middle 
and high school players 
that are forced to play 
elsewhere because our 
administration and orga¬ 
nizations cannot come to 
a solution. 

We have a handful of 
people that work twice 
a week to run the bingo 
hall, which funds these 
programs. 

The following 

amounts were distributed 


to the football programs 
from 2010-2014 for a to¬ 
tal of $ 495,909.75. The 
youth league received 
$53,882.34, while the 
middle school was giv¬ 
en $91,922.02 with the 
high school receiving 
$350,105.39. 

If you wonder why 
the same people continue 
to stay in their positions, 
ask yourself who is will¬ 
ing to step up? 

If not for a faithful 
few people, such as the 
GCFB founders Vicki 
and Vernon Webster, 
who started the football 
boosters over 20 years 
ago, this program would 
no longer be in existence.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 



Tomato plants 
like it warm 

I waited. I hope you did, too! My tomatoes 
and peppers are finally ready to be planted 
now that the forecast calls for warm spring 
nights. Tomatoes love two things: good drainage 
and heat. If you have struggled with tomatoes 
in the past consider what makes them most con¬ 
tent when preparing the garden and setting your 
plants out. 

First things first: always wait until our frost 
free date (on average this is May 10th, give or 
take a week depending on where you are locat¬ 
ed). After the frost free date the average air and 
soil temperature is usually warm enough for to¬ 
matoes to function efficiently. Soil temperatures 
should be at least 55 degrees and the ambient 
night-time air temperature should be above 58 
degrees otherwise the plant will be stunted and 
less vigorous. The ideal growing conditions for 
growth, fruit set and ripening are daytime tem¬ 
peratures in the 80’s, nighttime temperatures in 
the 60’s. 

Now that we are ready to plant I can almost 
guarantee a successful season if you prepare 
the soil with lots of compost. This provides a 
slow release of nutrients throughout the entire 
season; it also dramatically improves drainage 
while retaining even moisture. Over fertilization 
can stress the plant so compost is far superior 
to weekly conventional 
stimulants. For example, 
too much nitrogen will 
encourage leafy growth 
at the expense of bloom. 
Lack of magnesium, 
which aids in chlorophyll 
production and respiration 
of plants, can also delay 
fruit set. Compost deliv¬ 
ers a slow, healthy dose of 
both. 

When you plant pinch 
off the lower sets of leaves 
and sink the plant as deep 
as you can. Additional 
roots will develop at the 
leaf nodes thus making a 
stronger plant in the long 
run. Once the plant is set than mulch it well in 
order to control weeds, prevent soil from splash¬ 
ing on the plant (which is one of the primary ways 
that disease spreads to your plant), and to moder¬ 
ate soil moisture (important in controlling blos¬ 
som end rot). Use any natural mulching materi¬ 
al; I typically use newspaper with grass clipping 
on top. I have found that the newspaper-grass 
clipping combo works great as winter mulch for 
weed control, by next spring it has broken down 
enough that I simply turn it back into the soil. 

I cannot emphasize the use of mulch enough. 
It means that during times of drought you will 
have to irrigate very little and it moderates soil 
moisture and temperature, which keeps the plant 
producing. Tomatoes rather like being a bit on 
the dry side; rapid fluctuations in soil moisture 
cause one of the most common tomato conditions 
know as blossom end rot (as well as being a con¬ 
tributor to blossom drop, leaf curl, and splitting 
fruit). When plants fluctuate between too wet 
and too dry a calcium deficiency develops in the 
plant which then causes the blossom end of the 
fruit to rot. You can avoid all of this with a good 
layer of mulch. 

Healthy plants that receive a slow, natural 
source of nutrients; have adequate moisture and 
excellent drainage will resist pest problems on 
their own. If you rotate your crop, keep the gar¬ 
den weed-free and mulch your plants, you will 
further avoid many of the diseases that plague 
tomatoes. Remove leaves as they appear infect¬ 
ed and don’t inadvertently spread it by handling 
healthy plants afterwards.

It’s the party, 
dummy! 

Y ou know what really irks me? When 
people at work don’t turn off the bath¬ 
room light when they’re done. 

Our company is trying to reduce expenses 
and one of the easiest things to do is Turn. Off. 
The. Light! 

I don’t know if it’s a problem with the men’s 
bathroom, although I’m guessing it is. So, men: 
Turn. Off. The. Light. Too! 

There, I said it, and that sure felt good. 

That irks me, but what really irks me is 
how well-meaning religious people misrepre¬ 
sent God and what it means to be a Christian. 
I think about this a lot, mainly because I have 
a number of people I pray for regularly to find 
faith in Christ. However, from comments some 
of them make, I think they think that being a 
Christian means you have to become weird, 
live a life of guilt and frustration trying to fol¬ 
low a bunch of rules and never really feel com¬ 
fortable in your own skin. 

Also, they seem to think that God loves sin¬ 
ners and welcomes them as his own through 
faith in Jesus, which is true, but that once 
you’re in the family his love turns conditional. 
“You may be saved by grace, but once that hap¬ 
pens you need to toe the line, mind your p’s and 
q’s, work hard to justify your gift of salvation,” 
they believe. 

They’ve heard things like, “Yes, God’s 
grace is amazing, but don’t take advantage of 
it” and “Jesus died for you, now what are you 
willing to do for him?” 

Some Christians (and most non Christians) 
believe that church is a place you go to feel bad 
about yourself so you’ll be prodded to go out 
and be better. 

Guilt is a great motivator, except it doesn’t 
last. Or if it does, it just makes you insecure, 
neurotic and depressed. So, you fake it, which 
just makes being a Christian look like a miser¬ 
able existence — and who would want that? 

Not the people I’m praying for, and that irks 
me. 

Recently, I heard a pastor talk about this 
very thing. He was cranky too about the way 
some Christians misuse the scriptures to keep 

people in line, 
in particular 
the scripture 
about how God 
disciplines all 
he considers 
to be his chil¬ 
dren (Hebrews 
12:3-13). 

He said 
some interpret 
that to mean if 
you mess up, 
God will send 
bad things 
your way — 
your business 
will fail, your 
dog will eat 
your favorite 
shoes, you’ll 
get an ugly 

He said, “I can’t tell you how many times 
I’ve been with Christians going through hard 
times who inevitably ask, ‘What did I do 
wrong?”’ 

It doesn’t help that well-meaning people 
come along and say, “You must have sin in 
your life or this wouldn’t be happening to 
you.” 

He said, “If there was a direct correlation 
between your sin and bad things happening, 
we’d all be dead.” 

But that’s what some people think. 

He said the Greek word for discipline does 
not mean punishment, but “instruction and re¬ 
straint.” Sometimes it involves pain, but it’s 
not punishment. Jesus took our deserved pun¬ 
ishment at the Cross. 

So, God doesn’t punish us, and he’s not 
poised to pounce on us when we stray. He 
doesn’t play gotcha, takes no delight in our 
suffering, even if it’s the result of our own ac¬ 
tions. He uses our pain to get our attention and 
then he shows us mercy and grace. 

For God, the pastor said, it’s all about the 
party he’s throwing for us. 

It’s about freedom and laughter and being 
secure in his love. It’s about knowing you’re 
forgiven everything — past, present and fu¬ 
ture. 

It’s about being given someone else’s righ¬ 
teousness and not being required to pay it back 
or even pay it forward, although sometimes 
you do because you overwhelmingly want to. 

It’s about God gathering party guests, call¬ 
ing his children home, even running to greet 
them with open arms as they stumble toward 
him, often broken and battered, in desperate 
need of kindness and forgiveness, which he of¬ 
fers freely, no strings attached. 

“Does God discipline? Of course he does,” 
the pastor said. “He’s your Father, and he loves 
you so much that there can’t be a party unless 
you’re there. It’s the reason he disciplines. It’s 
the party, dummy!” 

“Therefore, lift your drooping hands and 
strengthen your weak knees,” the writer of He¬ 
brews says. 

We’ve got a party to go to.

The city council unanimously 
made the decision to expand its 
police department during its April 20 
meeting after previously hearing pro¬ 
posals from Dry Ridge Police Chief 
Rick Kells and the Grant County 
Sheriff’s Office. 

The city currently has a full-time 
police chief who works from 7 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. Monday through Friday. 

Police services are then supple¬ 
mented from 8 p.m. to 6 p.m. seven 
days a week through a contract with 
Williamstown Police. 

Dry Ridge pays the City of 
Williamstown $132,000 per fiscal 
year for the supplemental police ser¬ 
vices. 

Williamstown will discontinue its 
agreement with Dry Ridge on June 
30. 

Wells has issues with the gaps in 
police coverage and wants a dedicat¬ 
ed patrol unit that will remain in ser¬ 
vice 24 hours a day that will be 
responsible for patrolling the city 
limits, responding to and answering 


requests for service within the city 
limits and enforcing all city ordi¬ 
nances and requests for extra patrols 
as their primary coverage area. 

The unit also will be responsible 
for patrolling the city park and work¬ 
ing with any necessaiy agencies to 
reduce dmg trafficking. 

The city also wants a detective to 
follow up and work open cases to 
reduce the dependence on the patrol 
unit to work cases and not being 
available to provide adequate patrol 
functions. 

The initial hiring process is 
expected to be the first step as the city 
hopes to ultimately expand to a chief, 
up to five officers and a detective. 

“The public will immediately 
notice the presence of a community- 
oriented police department,” Wells 
said about the added police presence. 
“They will notice our commitment to 
assign the department’s resources 
during the greatest times of need and 
in the areas that need the most atten¬ 
tion. I expect nothing less.” 

Since the council’s decision, 
Wells said he has heard mixed feed¬ 
back from the public.

He was going to apply for a 
job with the United States 
Postal Service, after talking 
with his friend, Brent Spence, 
a congressman in Washington, 
but his path went in a different 
direction when he accepted a 
job as an artificial insemination 
technician through the 
University of Kentucky’s 
agricultural program. 

“They told me I could make 
$50 a week as opposed to $20 
a week,” Wills said. 

Wills spent the next eight 
years traveling from farm to 
farm in Grant County and 
inseminating 19,261 cows 
through the program. 

“We went from about 30 th 
in the state to fourth in those 
eight years,” he said. 

While working for UK, he 
also worked with the 
Kentucky Seed Improvement 
Association testing corn and 
tobacco seed. He also 
developed one of the first soil 
testing laboratories, which 
operated from 1947 to 1960. 

In his spare time, he sold 
silos to local farmers. 


Those jobs, helped him get 
to know many residents in the 
community, which led him to 
his foray into politics. 

In 1955, Wills served as the 
Grant County Chairman for 
the A.B. “Happy” Chandler 
gubernatorial campaign. When 
Chandler won the office, he 
made Wills a maintenance 
supervisor for Grant, 
Pendleton, Bracken, Robertson 
and Harrison counties. 

His next career started in 
front of the Grant County 
courthouse when he was hired 
to be Grant County’s Farm 
Bureau agent, a position he 
held for nearly 30 years. 

During that time, Wills 
worked with many 4-H and 
Future Farmers Of America 
students as chairman of the 
Grant County Extension 
Board, vice president of the 
Kentucky Extension Council 
president of the 5 th District 
4-H Council and 5 th District 
Young Democratic Club and 
Grant County Farm Bureau 
Federation. 

He was president of the now 
defunct Grant County Rotary 
Club, second president of the

“Some folks are excited about the

HIRT evolved from the plan 
and began working on objectives 
outlined in the plan. 

“HIRT and their members are 
ahead of schedule as many of the 
goals and objectives have already 
been realized,” Thaxton said. 

Among the successes the task 
force has work for is legislation to 
help fight heroin addiction. 

SB 192, which was passed 
during the 2015 legislative ses¬ 
sion, immediately infused 
Kentucky’s addiction treatment 
system with $10 million, followed 
by $24 million annually from 
money saved from prior judicial 
reforms designed to reduce prison 
costs by providing lawbreakers 
with dmg treatment, among other 
things. 

The bill also includes tougher 
penalties for heroin traffickers and 
greater use of life-saving dmgs 
like Naloxone, which can reverse 
overdoses if administered in time, 
and Vivitrol, which has proven 
effective in weaning addicts off 


heroin. 

A local-option needle- 
exchange program, which would 
reduce the prevalence of such 
blood-borne diseases as HTV and 
Hepatitis C and the prevalence of 
dirty needle sticks by law enforce¬ 
ment and the public, also is part of 
the law. Thirty-five states have 
something similar in place. 

“The community has come 
together, stayed together, raised 
awareness, advocated for an 
omnibus heroin legislation, raised 
funds, distributed Naloxone, held 
town hall meetings, engaged the 
media, expanded treatment for 
adolescents, created an environ¬ 
ment conducive to increase adult 
treatment including treatment for 
pregnant women with substance 
use disorders, gathered hard data 
and more,” Thaxton said. “HIRT 
is made up dedicated selfless indi¬ 
viduals with a common mission, 
vision and guiding principles.”

Wills is a intestinal and 
liver cancer survivor and 
believes in holistic medicine, 
specifically the use of hedge 
apples to treat cancer. 

He’s had visitors from as far 
away as the Ukraine requesting 
the fruit that grows in Wills’ 
backyard. 

“I believe that the good 
Ford provided all the medicine 
we need for any ailment,” 
Wills said. 

His daughter, Vicki Agee, is 
a breast cancer survivor. 

Wills’ philosophy on life is 
to try and do something for 
someone else on a daily basis. 

“It helps that I had a wife 
like Mary Frances,” Wills said. 
“She was always right there to 
help me. Both of us were 
blessed with wonderful health, 
but I sure do miss her.” 

The Wills would have 
celebrated 72 years of married 
life on Nov. 24, but Mary 
Frances died Feb. 28, 2015. 

Wills said his “secret” to a 
long life is remaining 
optimistic. 

“You’ve got to see the 
bright side of every thing and 


you’ve got to like people. 
Most of the people I know I 
love,” he said. “It also helps 
to have a great wife, daughter 
and family.” 

As far as a bucket list, 
Wills said he’d like to once 
again attend a Cincinnati 
Reds baseball game, but not 
until Pete Rose is inducted 
into the Baseball Hall of 
Fame. 

“I don’t even watch them 
on TV,” he said. 

He sees nothing but good 
things coming to Grant 
County. 

“I think everyone in Grant 
County will benefit from the 
Ark because I think Grant 
County will just take off. We 
just have to get hold of the 
controls and let her go,” he 
said. 

Wills has traveled to many 
exotic locales, but is a Grant 
County boy at heart. 

“I’ve been to every state, 
Mexico and the Islands,” he 
said. “I’ve been a lot of places 
and am content with what I’ve 
seen but nothing beats 
Kentucky and that’s where I’m 
going to stay.”
